He  points  out  the  importance 
of  the  range  industry  to  the  nation,   describes  the  climate,  plant  cover 
and  physical  environment  upon  which  it  is  dependent,  and  discusses  ownership 
and  public  range-land  administration.     The  economic  problems  of  ranch  organ- 
ization and  operation,   credit,  and  the  factors  affecting  demand  for  and 
supply  of  range  livestock  products  are  stressed  throughout  the  text.
